_ The Home Scecretary's atten- 
tion had been drawn to the mat- 
ter and it waa found that the! 
minister had come straight from 
college to the church and was 
under the impression that he 
was entitled to solemnise mar- 
riages, 


The couples affected have 
never known that there way any 
official question about their 
“wedding: lines” and are now 
living in various parts of Lon- 
don, 


The minister concerned, the 
Rev. Headley C, Browning, has 
also left the district and is now 
at Belvedere, Kent, 

_“‘Tdo not think that the mar- 
rages were in any way illegal,” 
Mr. Browning tcld me at his 
home in Picardy-road, Belvedere, 
“Tam afraid 1 know vothing nboul 
the details of this matter,” 

Within 2 stone's throw of the 
church In Casshind-road, 1 found one 
of the couples, Mr, and Mrs, A, G 
Binckman, last night, ' 

“We were married in the autumn 
of 1935 by Mr. Browning. Both of us 


had been married before, nnd had 
known each other for about 25 years 
ng church workers,” said Mr. Black- 
man, 

“My wife's son, Mr. 
win Sargeant, of Chadwell Heath, 
‘Essex, is also affected by  to-day's 
move In Parllament, because he was 
mariied in September 340 by Mr. 
Browning ot the church.” 


“AN OVERSIGHT” 


An oMelal of the church told me 
that the only reason for nny suR- 
pestion of ilegallty aruse becnuse, by 
nn oversight, Mr, Brownlng had not 
jocen technleally certified as entitled 
to perform marriages, although there 
was never any question of his right 
to oMeiate at the church, 

The omission was notlced by the 
Registrar-Genetal's Department when 
the documents were lodged. 

The Rev, J. W. Sawyer, Superin- 
tendent of the district, told me last 
night: “A minister is authorised tu 
conduct marriages by Somerset House 
‘on application by two or three 
trustees In whom the church — bulld-

It fs now ascertained thot thirty- 
slx Japanese planes took part In two 
attempted ralds on Canton this 
morning.’ Terrific bursts of anti- 
aircraft guns kept the raiders at an 
extremely high altitude and finally 
chased them away. No bombs were 
dropped. ' , 

The casualties Ist and the extent 
of property damago resulting from 
the Japanese attack on the north- 
eastern outskirts of Canton, Lokchong, 
Kongtsun, Shektsing and one or two 
points attacked by the raiders have 
not yet been announced, but are 
believed to be quite heavy. 

Most of the people killed and 
wounded In these places, it 1s stated, 
are peasants who were working on 
the ficild when the ratders appeared 
overhead. 

At Lokchong, which suffered the 
worst damage, seven bombs were 
dropped. A number of houses be- 
longing to the railway were de- 
molished aside from many peopl¢ 
killed. 

Shiulewan, on the Canton-Hankow 
railway, wag also badly bombed. 
Over a dozen missiles were known 
to have landed on the city, causing 
scores of denths and the destruction 
of many houses. 

Retracing thelr way southward, the 
Invading planes soon were over 
Canton City and were greeted by a 
violent burst of anti-aircraft guns 
which put them out of formation. 
They finally departed without drop- 
ping any bombs, 

Shortly after the first rald, another 
squadron of Japanese plancs broke 
into the city limits again to attempt 
n second attack at 10:30 o'clock. 
They were ogain driven away by 
ontt-aireraft guns which challenged 
them from well-concealed positions.

IMITATION NOT 
RIGHT FORMULA 


Cultured Canadians have seen 
with regret a tendency 
the part of some of their people 
to ‘imitate the customs and 
manners of their great neigh- 
bour to the south. Many now 
hold that Canada’s true policy 
ag a nation should consist in 
following the example of the 
United States. It is argued 
that the history of the American 
people is sufficient proof of the 
soundness of such a course; and 
that it pays to speak well of 
one’s self, as it not only streng- 
thens one’s own morale but im- 
presses others favourably. And 
yet this is a policy and course of 
life which has not hitherto re- 
commended itself to the majority 
of Canadians. In the opinion of 
this mafority imitation would be 
likely to prove detrimental ta 
the proper development of the 
national character. 


“Jt is surely a mistake to 
suppose that a man can attain to 
anything worth while by such a 
device as mechanical imitation. 
It is not by putting off one 
garment and putting on another 
in accordance with the fashions 
in vogue in foreign lands that 
aman or a nation’ achieves 
greater moral stature.” .A wise 
man has said that if people could 
only contrive to be, not too un- 
obtrusively, their simple selves 
they would be both delightful 
and original, whereas if the 
foreign polish and plating wears 
off, as it is likely to do at points, 
they become liable to. suspicion 
ag to the quality of the metal 
underneath.

Take my day nurse. 

The daughter of a Welsh 
minister, into the 
profession straight 
from school.

During her last two years as 
a probationer .she had to pre- 
pare for and pass her State Final 
Examination.

Passing her State Final gave 
her the dignity and title of train- 
ed nurse. She was registered as 
such. 


Her first proper nursing was 
done in a provincial cottage hos- 
pital.

Her day begins at 6.30 a.m., 
when she is called for break- 
fast. She reports to the Sister 
in charge of her floor for duty 
at 7.20 a.m. Her working day 
ends at 8 pm. During that 
time she is allowed half an hour 
for lunch, two hours’ rest period. 
She gets two half ‘days and two. 
full days off a month.

She lives in the Nurses’ Home 
attached to the hospital. From 
the outside it looks like a dis- 
used warehouse, gaunt, grimy, 
drab. 


Twenty-nine other nurses live 
in the Home with her. There is 
a small sitting-room, furnished 
with a suite upholstered in lea- 
ther, a radio, and back numbers 
of the Medical Journal. This is 
the recreation room for the 
thirty nurses. 


They eat in a long narrow 
room in the basement. The 
solitary electric light has to be 
lit for every meal. Tho room is 
distempered dull brown. The 
tables are covered with linoleum 
to save the laundering of table- 
cloths.

Her bedroom is ten feet by 
seven. It is furnished with a 
wooden single bed, a washhand 
stand cum chest of drawers, & 
cane-seated straight chair.

The Japanese forces striking at 
Siangshan. are estimated at 2,000 
strong, fully equipped with modern 
wenpons, 

Another report from Tungliu, re- 
ceived here thls morning, statcs that 
Chinese troops surrounding Sinnglow 
on the bank of the Yungtse during 
the Inst three days have succeeded 
In annthilating the majority of the 
3,000 Jupanese troops who were 
making a strong stand on the brink 
of the river, 

The Chinese find the task of wiping 
out entirely the Japanese at Siang- 
kow n heavy one because Japanese 
reinforcements are constantly landed 
from their warships under cover of 
terrific barrages. 

In the afternoon of June 28 a part 
of the invaders in a number of steam 
lnunches Jnnded at Kishanpa to the 
west of Matang. Fierce fighting 
with the Chinese defence forces has 
broken out.—Central News. 


PENETRATED POSITIONS 


Hankow, June 30. 

A Chinese communique states that 
the Chinese have penctrated the 
Jupanese artillery positions at 
Matang and have moved west to 
Tsingshonpa, where the Chinese 
troops checked the Japanese advance, 

The communique said that Japan- 
ese warships this morning went up 
river to Matang and shelled the 
Chinese positions along the river 
bank. Only slight damage was done. 
—Untted Press. 


ATTACK ON HANKOW 


Hankow, June 30. 

The Japanese udvance west of 
Matang, with the likely breaking 
soon of the Matang boom, has cen- 
tred attention upon the Jnpanese 
river attack on Hukow, door to 
Kiukiang, where the defence works 
ure being rushed. 

While the main actlon on the 
Yangtse river is the sudden concen- 
tration of troops north of Chengchow 
for a westward march, Chinese com- 
muniques state that 10,000 Japanese 
troops from Hsinhsiang along the 
Taoching railway, and Tsinyang to 
Paoai have also been despatched, 
7,000 Japanese troops have gone 
north to Shihchiachuang, the main 
Japanese military base on the Ping- 
han railway. This indicates a new 
Japanese move, whose obpect the 
Chinese military spokesman could 
not tell. 

The Lighth Route Army is of the 
opinion that the Japanese are pre- 
paring to strike, west from Fenyang 


}in an attempt to cross the Yellow 


River into Shensi. They think that 
heavy concentration of Chinese 
troops on the south banks of the 
Yellow River are probable, cast of 
Tungkwan, as a deterrent to any 
Japanese attempt to cross tht Yellow 
River et ae north. 

Big! ute Army officers state 
that the Aghting in Shansi is taking 
place only in the newspapers and 


that praptically no serious fighting 


has been going on in south Shansi. 
Asked why Linfen had not been 

taken, they said that “it was very 

strange."—United Press, 


PINCER ATTACK ON JAPANESE 


‘ ” Hanko, June 30,', 
‘Chinese ‘reinforcements who were 
rushed up to strengthen the Matang 
defenge and another strong column 
advancing towards Sipngkow have 
started a plricer-lilke ottack on the 
Japanese troops between Siangshan 
and Matang, declared the military 


Spokesman at a press conference to- 
ay. 


Chinese troops, the spokesman 
sald, recuptured Slangshah on June 
26 after a furious counter-attack, 
They are now continuing their opcra- 
tlons against the invaders who have 
succeeded in maintaining a foothold 
on the brisk of the river, 

The first landing at Siangkow, the 
spokesman stated, was made by 
nbout four or five thousand Japan- 
ese, a Jarge number of whom were 
later wiped out by Chinese forces 
on June 25 in a counter-attack. 

The rest of these Japancse, he 
continued, thrust westward along 
the river bank to the vicinity of 
Matang, where they were relnforecd 
by more men landed from thelr war 
vessels, 

Heavy fighting near Huangshan, 
Siangshan and Siangkow, the spokes- 
man sold, is raging unabated.— 
Central News.
